WATER  SUPPLY. 

New  Supplies. — Bradpole  : — In  this  parish  the  water  supplies  have  not  been  in  an 
acceptable  state,  and  it  was  decided  to  obtain  a satisfactory  supply  for  the  Village.  The  Bridport 
Water  Works  Company  wdio  have  statutory  powers  in  the  the  parish,  agreed  to  extend  their  mains 
through  part  of  the  village.  This  has  been  commenced. 

Charmouth.— During  the  year  a start  was  made  in  laying  the  new  water  main.  A new 
method  of  filtration  has  been  employed  which  has  improved  the  quality  of  the  supply. 

Puncknowle. — During  the  year  a scheme  was  prepared  to  provide  a piped  supply  in  the 
village,  but  although  some  of  the  villagers  have  to  walk  half-a-mile  to  this  present  supply,  the 
cost  of  this  to  the  smaller  cottages  would  have  been  only  4/-  a year,  the  scheme  has  not  met  with 
approval  by  the  parish,  mainly  on  account  of  its  cost. 

Proposed  Supplies. 

Bradpole. — New  water  mains  being  laid  by  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company. 

Charmouth. — Plans  are  projected  for  improving  and  increasing  the  present  supply. 

Puncknowle. — Improvements  in  the  protection  of  the  present  supply  are  in  hand. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Charmouth.  New  combined  sewer  has  been  laid  to  replace  old  stone  drain.  It  is  intended 
to  connect  this  sewer  to  a purification  plant  in  1937.  This  will,  when  completed,  abate  the 
deficiences  which  exist  in  the  form  of  open  ditch  sewers. 

Area  generally.  The  undesirable  contamination  of  streams  and  surface  water  drains  has 
been  carefully  watched  and  necessary  action  taken. 

All  new  drainage  in  the  district  is  hydraulically  tested. 


HOUSING. 


The  Housing  Conditions  are  generally  fair,  but  in  many  cases  the  necessary  repair  work 
is  long  overdue.  Advantage  should  be  taken  of  the  grants  afforded  in  the  Housing  Rural  Workers 
Act,  providing  grants  of  two-thirds  and  loan  of  all  balance  for  the  necessary  repairs  which  would 
without  outlay  of  capital,  in  the  great  majority  of  these  cases  turn  them  into  acceptable  houses 
and  save  them  from  the  more  drastic  action  which  the  Housing  Acts  compel. 


A large  amount  of  new  building  is  taking  place  in  this  district  as  the  146  plans  submitted 
and  539  visits  of  inspection  (re  Building  Bye-laws)  show.
